[Text] Pyongyang November 15 (KCNA)--The miserable end of Pak Chong—hui, 
a despicable stooge of U.S. imperialism and dictator, continues evoking 
response from foreign mass media. 


The press of the Western European countries such as Fiance, West Germany, 
Sweden, Switzerland, and Britain highlighted news of the death of 

Pak Chong-hui and fascistisation of South Korean society, arousing world 
public opinion. 


Saying that this year is a “year of punishment” and “an unfortunate year" 
for the dictators, papers and radios of these countries scornfully 
stressed: "Pak Chong-hui's end could not be different from the doom of 
the dictators of Iran, Nicaragua and Salvador.” “Pak Chong-hui met the 
most tragic end,” “It's a wretched death.” 


The French paper FRANCE--SOIR said: "Whether the death of Pak Chong-hui 
was an accidental death or murder, his adversaries and the United States 
should feel relieved at the removal of the nuisance.” 


The Swedish radios and TV gave lengthy reports about the shooting dead of 
Pak Chong-hui 5 to 10 times each time with explicit glee at the end of 
dictator. 


Danish papers carried commentaries under the titles "Political Confusion 
in South Korea," "End of a Dictator,” "Deserved Punishment," “Experience 
of History," etc. 


The incident showed that no good results await the one bent on treacheries, 
they stressed, 

















The government organs and government-run news agencies of different countries 
in Asia and Africa including Burma, Pakistan, Iraq, Egypt and Tanzania also 
highlighted the death of Pak Chong-hui under the titles "The Price Paid by 

a Dictator,” “Compensation for Dictator's Crimes," and so on. 


The Pakistan paper DAWN said that the death of Pak Chong-hui revealed the 
seriousness of the political crisis and social confusion growing in 
South Korea. 


The Iranian radio said: “There can be no difference of view on the inevit- 
ability of the end of Pak Chong-hui who intensified suppression of 
democracy." 


“Pak Clong-hui met his end for his own crimes," said the Benin radio, 


Newspapers and radios in Cuba, Peru and other Latin American countries also 
conspicuously displayed news of the death of Pak Chong-hui, describing 
it as the end of a dictator.

The Swiss paper LUZERNER NEVESTE NACHRICHTEN said: The death of Pak Chong-hui 
would not be tear-provoking even in South Korea, He was an anti-communist 
fanatic and an ally needed for the United States. 


Other Swiss papers ridiculed a "memorial service" for Pak Chong-hui under 
the titles "end of the South Korean dictator,” “despotism and tyranny-- 
Pak's Rule in South Korea," "No One Will Shed Tears for Pak" and so on, 


Not a single item sympathetic with Pak has appeared in the French press. 


With the killing of Pak Chong-hui as an occasion, foreign publications 
exposed the fascist nature of the socio-political system of South Korea 
and its economic catastrophe. 

















The U.S. paper NEw YORK TIMES noted that Pak Chong-hus ruled every sphere 
of the South Korean people's life and point<d to his retrogressive 
“consiitutional” amendment, suppression .i democratic figures «ad tu ents, 
press censorship and “intelligence politics” relying upon secret , slice.

"NEW KOREA TIMES’ IN CANADA EXPOSES ‘GROWTH’ OF SOUTH KOREA

[Text] Pyongyang November 15 (KCNA)--NEW KOREA TIMES, a newspaper of 
overseas Koreans published in Canada, on October 6 carried an article 
exposing the stupid fiction of “high-rate growth" advertised by the South 
Korean puppet clique, according to a KNS report from Tokyo. 


Pointing out that the propaganda of the South Korean puppet clique that a 
“rich harvest" in South Korea last year “removed the wide gap of income 
between cities and rural villages" and so on,was no more than a deception 
for quelling the discontent of the South Korean people, the newspaper 
cont inued: 


According to announcements of the authorities, 


1) At least 11 million tons of grain--8 million tons for food of the South 
Korean population and 3 million tons for industria’ use--are needed, But 
South Korea's grain production last year was less then 5,3 million tons 
and the self-supply rate of food was as low as 67,8 per cent in 1979, 


2) ‘The reduction of the agricultural population resulting from th departure 
of peasants from the farms reached 3.8 million during 10 years from 1967 to 
1977. This was caused by the deficit in agricultural management under 

the policy of high price cf manufactured goods and low price of grain, 

that is, industrial management at the sacrifice of agriculture, 


The chemical fertilizers, for example, whose production cost per ton is 
82,430 won, are exported at 42,840 won, and are sold to the peasants at 
112,440 won to make up for the loss. 


3) These are causes of the rise of production cost and shortage of labour 
force, which leads to a drop in agricultural production, 


The economy is becoming more dependent, owing to the reckless policy of 
relying on outside forces pursued by the South Korean puppet clique, it 
said, and continued: 











According tc a report on August 20 this year, the trade gap reached the 
alarming mark of 3,300 million dollars already in the first seven months. 


Most deplorable is the deficit in trade with Japan, 


Let us observe through statistics the trend of tie trade with Japan since 
1966 after the signing of the "South Korea-Japan agreements" in 1965, 


The deficit in trade with Japan which was 227 million dollars in 1966 jumped 
to 524 million dollars in 1968, to 624 million dollars in 1972, to 1,143 

million dollars in 1975, to 1,778 million dollars in 1977, to 3,354 million 
dollars in 1978 ana to 1,740 million dollars in 1979 (from January to June).

POWER PLANT DEDICATED--Seoul, Nov. 13--The second power unit with a rated 
generating capacity of 200,000 kilowatts was dedicated today at the Yongdong 
thermal power station in Kangwon Province, some two months earlier than 
originally scheduled. fhe dedication ceremony was attended by energy- 
resources minister Chang Ye-chun, President Kim Yong-chun of the State-run 
Korea Electric Company and many other dignitaries, The construction work took 
about 38 months at a total cost of 58,686 million won including 62,2 million 
dollars in foreign capital, sources at the Korea Electric Company (KEC) 
said. Of the entire equipment needed for the power unit, nearly 36 per 

cent was met with locally made facilities and equipment, the sources 
explained. The new power unit will use 650,000 tons of low-quality coal 

of 3,800 kilocalorie annually to put out 1.3 billion kilowatts-hour of 
electricity per year, the sources said, With the dedication of the power 
unit, the nation's total rated power generating capacity was expanded to 
7,623,000 kilowatts, the sources added, In his address at the dedication 
ceremony, energy-resources minister Chang said that the dedication of the 
second power unit at the Yongdong thermal power station will contribute 
much to development of coal mines in Kangwon Province. He further said 

that the government will exert its utmost to build more nuclear power 

plants and coal-burning power units instead of oil-fueled power generating 
facilities.

CONTRACTS IN MIDDLE EAST--Seoul, Nov, 15--A number of Korean firms have won 
sales contracts totaling 3.8 million dollars for the export of various 
construction equipment and materials to Saudi Arabia. This was reported 
Wednesday by an 18-man Korean private trade mission which recently returned 
home from a tour of the Midile East countries. Under the contracts, Korean 
firms will be able to expor!: 3,858,000 dollars worth of various products 
including escalators, conveyors, steel plates, plywood and reinforcing 
steel bars, the report said, If efforts are made to upgrade the quality 

of Korean-made construction equipment and materials, prospects will be 
bright for Korea's export sales of high-voltage cables, pvc pipes, steel 
pipes and heavy electric machines to the Middle East countries, the trade 
mission reported.

IMPORTED GOODS INDEX--Seoul, Nov 9--The price index of imported goods, after 
a decline in September for the first time this year, began to rise again 
last month. According to an announcement of the Bank of Korea today, the 
price index of imported goods for last month stood at 146.9 with the 1975 
as the base year, up 1.7 percent from a month before, The October index 
showed a rise of 29 percent over the end of last year and also an increase 
of 31.9 percent over the figure reported during the like month of last 
year, the Central Bank said, The rise was attributed mainly to the 

4.6 percent increase in crude oil import costs and the soaring import costs 
of machinery items, sources at the Central Bank explained, Meanwhile, 

the price index of export items for last month was 163,7 with the 1975 as 
the base year, up 0.2 percent from a month earlier, 9.2 percent from the 
end of last year and also 11.5 percent from the index recorded during

[Text] Pyongyang November 16 (KCNA)-~—The working people in Korea's land 
and sea transport are greeting Day of Land and Sea Transport (November 16) 
with new achievements. 


The General Bureau of Land Transport had fulfilled its yearly transport 
plan at 101.7 percent by the end of October. 


In marine transport, too, the monthly plans are topped through energetic 
endeavours for increased transport, 


Great efforts are directed to the development of land and sea transport 
in Korea to meet the fast prowing demand of the national economy for 
transport. 


In this course, moderu automobile production and shipbuilding bases have 
been firmly built, new sea routes opened and roads constructed and 
modernized. 


During the Six-Year Plan period (1971-1976), the building of ships increased 
more than four times and ports were reconstructed and expanded, with the 
result that the traffic capacity of freight in trade jumped 2.7 times. 


In particular, the building of large-size ships ranging from 15,000 to 
20,000 tons augmented at a high rate in that period, 


Entering the Second Seven-Year Plan (1978-1984) the expansion projects 

of ports have been actively promoted and they have been reinforced with 
modern loading and unloading facilities and belt conveyers and silos built 
to further modernize the ports. 


The traffic volume at the trade ports in the first half of this year was 
over 3.7 times that in the same period of 1970, 
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The motor transport has also developed rapidly. 


Now the freight transport by lorries has increased tens of times as compared 
with 1946, the year after Liberation. 


During the Second Seven-Year Plan period, the amount of motor freight 
transport will quadruple and sea transport grow 4.4 times.

RAILWAY ELECTRIFICATION PROJECT--Pyongyang October 23 (KCNA)--A railway 
electrification project between West Sariwon and Chongbang, North Hwanghae 
Province, has been completed, The project took only 20 days. The comple- 
tion of the project will increase the freight transport capacity in and 
around Sariwon. This year our country has carried out the el«ctrification 
of 80 kilometre railway line linking the trunk line between Sinsongchon 
and Changsang and three branch lines and the electrification of over
